No raise needed in gate tax 


By STEPHEN BUEL 
LBANY — The City Council 
has decided not to ask voters to 
approve an increase in the ad- 

mission tax at the Golden Gate Fields 
racetrack, and instead has decided to 
accept an offer by the track for $60,- 
000 a year for the next four years 

The money to be paid the city by 
Golden Gate Fields is equivalent to a 
seven cent increase in the admissions 
tax. The council had been considering 
an increase of anywhere from 5 to 15 
cents, though one council member 
suggested an increase as large as 45 
cents. 

The terms of the arrangement pro- 
hibit the city from making any further 
increases in the track’s admissions tax 
for the four-year duration of the 
agreement. The $60,000 fee is to be 
lowered by $600 for each day the 
track is prevented from operating 


during its regular 100 day schedule. 

In exchange for the $60,000, the 
city is obligated to provide the track 
with park maintenance equipment, as 
is convenient. The city has provided 
the track with such a service for many 
years 

The city also is obligated to provide 
injured jockeys with free ambulance 
service from the track to the hospital 
Though the council recently voted to 
charge residents for ambulance ser- 
vice, the city has in the past provided 
free service to the track. 

The council had been prepared to 
put an increase in the track’s entrance 
tax before voters as a means of raising 
money for the city’s tight-money 
budget 

The decision not to go for the tax 
was taken by the council after Ad- 
ministartive Officer William Haden 
said he had discussed the proposed

Law nets four 


in illegal fishing 


Four Vietnamese refugees, alleg- 
edly spotted using gill nets to catch 
striped bass, have been charged with 
felony fishing. Also arrested was a 
16-year-old from Sacramento. 

Wardens from the state Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game, acting on a 
tip from local fishermen, staked out 
the cove between the Albany landfill 
and Point Isabel near Golden Gate 
Fields July 20. 

The state agents arrived at 2 a.m. 
and spotted at least three rubber rafts 
bobbing in the bay as the fishermen 
pulled in their illegal catch. They 
used neither lights nor enginges. 

One of the fishermen “beached his 
raft and began to pull in one end of a 
net now identified as a gill net. The 
subject would stop every few minutes 
and shake a large white-bellied fish

out of the net,’’ court records say 
“Once the net was completely in, the 
subject carried the fish further up the 
bank where they were place in plastic 
bags.” 

In all, the warden confiscated 26 
striped bass, several other fish and 
gill nets 

“The arrested subjects are experi- 
enced fishermen who are only in- 
terested in getting results — as many 
fish as possible in as short a time as 
possible regardless of species or 
laws,” said Lt. of Wardens Miles 
Young. 

The four defendants — Try Van 
Tran and Le Van Tran of San Fran- 
cisco, and Xot Tran and Hoang Van 
Huynh of Sacramento — are charged 
with a felony violation of the Fish and

“Chicago’s Heaven,” as Evanston, IIl., was called in 
the 1890s, became the first American commuftity to legis- 
late the “Sunday Soda Menace.”’ To avoid selling illegal 
and immoral fizz on Sunday, the story goes, confectioners 
and druggists in Evanston and elsewhere created the 
“Soda-less Soda” or the “Sunday.” Using the name of the 
Sabbath Day to baptize a gooey ice cream concoction fur- 
ther annoyed the guardians of public morality, and, at 
some point, the name changed to sundae. The name may 
have been changed to protect the innocent, but the guilty 
went on slurping and spooning away. 

To make matters worse, Stinson Thomas, chief dis- 
penser at Butler’s department store in Boston, trumpeted 
his 1905 invention of the banana split to The Soda Foun- 
tain magazine: 

At first we left the peel on the banana in the plate, 
buh gome time ago we began removing it altogether. We 
found the ladies preferred to have the peel removed. 

. The story of how AmeriCans came to be a coniferous 
people is a conundrum replete With competing claims for 
the invention of the ice cream cone. What is clear at this 
point is that the cone was popularized at the 1904 St. Louis 
World’s Fair and thrust into the hands of the waiting 
American public. Apparently, more than one ice cream 
concessionaire plopped his product into a furled-up waffle 
from a neighboring stand, and from this marriage of con- 
venience, the World’s Fair Cornucopia was born. The ice

When I was a boy, summer Sundays included a visit to 
the back porch of the kitchen before going to church, to 
make sure that preparations were under way for making 
ice cream. Sure enough, there would be the hand-turned 
tub churn, the rock salt, and in the hall off the kitchen, the 
huge ice box would be opened and ice picks would be in 
service to cut off fragments of one of the winter blocks to 
fill pails ready for the tub. In the kitchen, a mixture of 
cream and chocolate would be being made, ready for the 
canister with its dasher...And how exciting it was later to 
lick the dasher...My favorite was a mixture; fresh raspber- 
ry ice in the center, surrounded by an outer layer of choco- 
late, rich dark chocolate. I can taste it now - indescribably 
delicious. 

It was inevitable that ice cream would leave the back 
porch and become big business. When Jacob Fussell, a 
Baltimore milk dealer, found himself with a surplus of 
cream, he made ice cream - lots of it. In 1851, Fussell, a 
close friend of Abraham Lincoln, became the first full- 
fledged ice cream manufacturer and wholesaler in Ameri- 
ca. As the industry grew, increased output and lower 
prices put ice cream within reach of most Americans. 

In quick succession, they were able to reach for the 
soda, the sundae, the ice cream cone and the banana split. 
Ice cream inventions seemed to know no bounds. Robert 
M. Green, the generally acknowledged sire of the soda, 
wrote in his diary: 

To note the effect of the new drink, I personally dis- 
pensed the first glass, watching at the time with consider- 
able anxiety, I must confess, the effect upon the first 
drinker of “Ice Cream Soda.” 

Green was a soft drink concessionaire at the Franklin 
Institute Exposition held in Philadelphia in 1874. Dis-

Far beyond cooling a 
summer drink, or threaten- 
ing ships in winter, ice plays 
a significant role in glo- 
bewide ecology. 

It dilutes and cools the 
ocean, influences the 
world’s climate and aids in 
the formation of the so-call 
Antarctic Bottom Water, 
the coldest, saltiest and 
heaviest water in the ocean, 
which is an important 
worldwide source of marine 
life nutrients, says Ted 
Foster, UC-Santa Cruz 
professor of oceanogra- 
phy. 

There are two types of 
ice in Antartica (which is 
near the Falkland islands), 
he says, sea ice and ice that 
originates on the continent 
and then flows off. Both 
kinds of ice cool the ocean 
water and contribute to the 
bottom water, the forma- 
tion and distribution of 
which is Foster’s research 
specialty.

Be sure to clean 
thoroughly under the 
nails. 

Thoroughly wash all 
clothing that may have 
been in contactwith poison 
oak. 

Bathe the family pet if it 
may have been in contact 
with poison oik. 

If, despite precautions, 
you get poison oak, CMA 
says, ‘“Wet cold compresses 
will help relieve the in- 
flammation, and calamine 
lotion is useful to help dry 
the blisters and reduce 
itching. Lutewarm baths, 
to which one-half cup of 
starch has been added may 
be helpful. A doctor should 
be consulted in severe 
cases.”

Antarctica, Foster said, 
is the highest continent in 
the world, But without ice, 
it is one of the lowest. 

“Antarctica is almost a 
desert, really,’’ he said. 
“The snowfall is very small, 
but it acccumulates over 
hundreds of years and can 
get quite thick,” 

At the South Pole the ice 
is about 3,000 meters or al- 
most two miles thick. The 


deepest ice, just discoy- 
ered, is 4,700 meters 
thick. 

All the ice flows off the 
continent, Foster said, in a 
manner similar to glacial 
flows in the Alps or in 
Alaska. The ice flows very 
slowly, about a meter a 
year, and as it comes to the 
edge of the continent, it 
flows over the ocean and 
forms an ice shelf. These 
ice shelves, which are 
unique to Antarctica, vary 
in thickness from zero 
meters at th edge to about 
500 meters at their highest 
point. 

In the Weddell Sea, 
southeast of the tip of 
South America, he said, 
huge blocks break off the 
continental ice shelf and 
are driven north by wind 
toward the Atlantic. There, 
Foster said, they are bat- 
tered by the wave action of 
the ‘Furious Fifties,” some 
of the world’s roughest seas 
located around the 50th 
parallel. The waves carve 
caves in the icebergs until 
they become unstable and 
tip over. “It is that melting 
that causes the transport of 
low salinity water north in 
to the world’s oceans,” 
Foster said. 

Some have suggested 
hauling icebergs north to 
use as a source of fresh 
water, and a Saudi prince
